Remember me to all the 
folks and tell them to write me.”

unwarrantable interference with their 
business. 
The present appraiser at New York, 
Wilbur F. Wakeman, appointed by Mr. 
McKinley, undertook the serious task 
of correcting these abuses, and he has 
pursued his work zealously and with 
rare intelligence. The assaults 
upon 
him, as a result, have been fierce, and 
that he will continue to rieet the vio­ 
lent opposition of those whose busi­ 
ness he has interfered with is to be 
ex pee ted 


T h e Providence News, published in 
an important industrial c e n te r,and cog­ 
nizant of the facts, commenting upon 
this matter, says: 
“ Without fear or favor the apprais­ 
er set out to secure to the government 
its Just dues. 
In spite of resistance, 
evasion and personal abuse he secured 
convincing proofs and compelled old- 
time offenders to obey the law. Lead­ 
ing importers and merchants in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country rallied to 
his support because they desired that 
honest methods should prevail.” 
The consul-general at St. Gall, Janies 
T. Dubois, In a recent letter to Ap­ 
praiser Wakeman, gays: 
“Men who by the new order of things 
have been compelled to give the ac­ 
tual market value in their Invoices 
take pleasure in coming Into this of­ 
fice to show me the newspapers in 
which you are reported to have re­ 
signed, or in which you are charged 
with 
various 
shortcomings. 
When 
they tell me that you must go, my re­ 
ply Is: 
‘When the time comes that a 
faithful public officer ran be forced 
from such an office as appraiser a t the 
port of New York by men compelled 
to 
pay 
the 
lawful 
amount 
of 
duties to the government regularly for 
the first time in many years, then I 
shall be quite willing myself to re­ 
tire from the public service, for no 
honest man will know when he 
is 
safe.' ” 
And again: 
“ The St. Gall exporter is as honest 
and respectable as most exporters. Hut 
a peculiar condition of things has ex­ 
isted here which threatened the true 
interests of 
this great 
industry and 
made honest and fair competition in 
our markets impossible, and many ex­ 
porters were forced by circumstances 
into a wrong and unfortunate attitude 
toward the law’s requirements. 
Y’our 
attitude, your courageous 
insistence, 
your rigid application of the law, have 
changed this unfortunate and Injurious 
condition of things and helped to res­ 
cue the St. Gall trade from a trying 
and 
dangerous 
condition 
that 
was 
growing worse and worse and more 
embarrassing every year.” 
It may be granted that in contend­ 
ing against the artful frauds of cer- I 
tain importers the appraiser has made 
some mistakes. 
It would be singular 
enough if he had not. 
The point is, 
however, that he is striving to e n ­ 
force an honest and impartial collec­ 
tion of the customs revenues: that he 
is sustained in his work by his chiefs 
in the treasury department, and that 
he is encouraged by the co-operation 
of reputable merchants and importers 
throughout the country. 
The temptation to some men to rob 
the government is about irresistible, 
and the success of these men, and the 
maintenance of their standing in busi­ 
ness life, involve other men, through 
what they deem business necessity, to 
follow the pernicious example. 
Thus 
the integrity of business methods 
is 
assaulted and polluted beyond what 
can be known to the general public. 
Many importers contend that 
this 
corruption is inseparable from the sys­ 
tem, but just as many men feel that 
honest dealing with the tax assessor 
is 
impossible. 
Therefore 
free-trade 
newspapers everywhere are ready 
to 
take up the complaints of the schem­ 
ing Importers, under the impression 
doubtless that they are opposing the 
principle and policy of protection. But 
the question involved in this case is 
whether there shall be equality and 
fairness and honesty in the collection 
of customs duties, or whether through 
false invoices and such fraud as dis­ 
honest men can invent the government 
shall be robbed of its revenues and 
honest men be made in a great field of 


competition to differ incalculable dig- * 
advantage.

There j{< no doubt that the introduc­ 
tion of free trade as our national pol­ 
icy would stamp out many trusts; but 
it would stamp them out by stamping 
out the industries of the country. 
If 
there are no industries, there can he 
no industrial trusts. 
T h a t’s sure. And 
free trade has proved itself a hustler 
in getting rid of industries. But how­ 
ever anxious the people of the coun­ 
try rnay be to get rid of trusts, they 
are not likely to be willing to get rid 
of them at that cost. 
If a man has a 
boll on his leg he can get rid of It, be­ 
yond a doubt, by cutting off his leg. 
But there are other ways. 
The cut­ 
ting off of the leg would be the m eth­ 
od approved of by the free traders, if 
they would be consistent. 
Kill 
the 
trusts, they say, by killing the Indus­ 
tries. 
Protectionists prefer 
to 
keep 
the industries and to deal with the 
trusts In some other way. 
The question is a complicated one, 
and will need for its satisfactory so­ 
lution the broadest statesmanship and 
the maximum of ability. 
T h at it will 
be rightly solved In time there can be 
little 
doubt. 
The American 
people 
have a pretty good record for solving 
difficult problems. 
Just what that so­ 
lution will be the future alone can 
show. 
It is safe to prophesy, however, 
that the solution will not involve the 
wholesale industrial ruin which would 
be the inevitable result of an abandon­ 
ment of the protective policy.

negroes art* dead and one is not expect­ 
ed to live as a result of a riot between 
white and negro 
miners at the ore 
mines near Cardiff, in Jefferson county. 
The two races came to a clash in the 
late 
afternoon in Glargow Hollow, 
where the negroes had congregated, 
armed with Winchester rifles. A white 
man passing along the road was held 
up and, besides 
being 
robbed, was 
roughly handled. 
This 
news 
soon 
spread and an armed body of white 
miners moved toward the hollow. 
It 
is suppose*] that they went around by 
a circuitous route in the mountains 
and came upon tin* negroes unexpect­ 
edly. 
Kd Ellis, tin* ringleader, armed with 
a Winchester rifle and a Colt’s revol­ 
ver. fell at the first shot. A rifle bullet 
did the work. Then* was another vol­ 
ley and four of tho other negroes fell. 
Jim lull and Adams Samuels died in a 
few minutes after being removed to a 
negro house. George Thomas was shot 
through the abdomen with a Winches­ 
ter bullet. He is not expected to re­ 
cover. 
Rudolph Williams will live. 
'Fhe trouble started Monday, when it 
was thought that John Shepherd, who 
on last Wednesday afternoon assaulted 
Mrs. Monroe Jones near Corona, w as 
in that community. Fhe negroes armed 
ih« inselves to prevent his 
capture. 
Both sides won* aroused and only the 
timely arrival of a sheriff's posse pre­ 
vented an outbreak. Yesterday morn 
ing the negro miners held a mass meet­ 
ing and refused to go to work. They 
nil belong to a 
secret 
organization 
known as “The Knights of Africa” of 
tin* “Mysterious Ten.” They keep rifles 
and ammunition, on hand at all times. 
It was in the afternoon th a t they gath­ 
ered in Glasgow Hollow, although with 
what intention is not known. 
Influential citizens say that the ring­ 
leaders are now out of the way and 
they hope to manage the other negroes. 
Shortly after the riot Sheriff O'Brien 
left here with a hundred armed men. 
H e now has the situation in hand for 
the time being, although late reports 
say the situation is extremely critical 
and that the negroes art* talking of 
avenging the death of their leader®. 
Sheriff O’Brien, who is now at Bloss- 
burg, has received a message Irom 
Adainsville, three miles 
from 
th at 
place, asking for proteetion. An armed 
body of 
negroes* is gathered in tho 
mountains threatening to make a de­ 
scent upon the mining camp in the val­ 
ley. 
He has dispatched nil the depu­ 
ties he could spare across the country. 
A telegram has just been received hero

tic* loss of hogs, cattle and poultry by 
drowning. In parts of Kittson county 
the late-sown seeds need moisture for 
germination, 
but 
elsewhere all 
low 
places are tilled with water, which is 
now passing off, under the improved 
w eather conditions of the latter part 
of the week. 
In some small localities 
there was hail, and at points in the 
southeast there were destructive winds 
a n d some losses of buildings by light­ 
ning. The small grains on tlu* uplands 
continue in 
splendid 
condition, but 
there are fears of lodging in many sec­ 
tions. W inter w heat and early barley 
are heading. Corn is backward and 
very weedy, ami a great many fields 
have not yet been cultivated, though 
cultivation w as begun in the latter 
port of tin* week in favorable places. 
Early potatoes are In bloom. Straw­ 
berry picking has lx*gun in the south­ 
ern counties. Clover is ready to cut 
for hay as soon as the weather is fa ­ 
vorable.

(’lit Those Weeds. 


It would be a commendable move 
on the part of the city authorities if 
they would cause the unsightly weeds 
to be cut that seem to be flourishing 
in many parts of the city, and in this 
connection attention is also called to 
chapter 107 of the law supplement 
which provides not only that street 
commissioners but road overseers 
throughout the state shall see that 
the weeds are cut on all public roads 
and highways. 
The weed cutting 
must be begun by June 15th and 
finished not later than September 
1st. 
The work is to be done as a 
part of tin* regular road work in each 
town, and any road overseer, neglect - 
itig or failing to scr that it is per­ 
formed, forfeits the sum of $10 to the 
road fund of the town. 
This law was 
passed at the last session, and, if en­ 
forced, would be a benefit to every 
community. 


Beneficial mid Lasting. 


At the last molding of the legisla­ 
ture a law was passed providing that 
in May, IflOO, all real property upon 
which taxes arc delinquent for |H|I7. 
and for prior years, will be sold at 
public auction, and when the land is 
s dd the county auditor shall issue a 
certificate to that effect, and this 
c udificate shall pass absolute title to 
the purchaser and may be recorded 
in the ofliuo of the register of dee ds, 
says the

an extra clTort will probably be made 
to keep the taxes paid up, and tlu* 
effect of the forfeited sale will be 
beneficial and lasting.

Thereupon Governor Lind addressed to 
Senator Miller an explicit deuial and 
d e m a n d for refraction of his charges, 
coupled with a full sta te m e n t re g a rd ­ 
ing the bill and reasons for the veto.

22, retracted the charges, w ith the state­ 
m ent that lie would publish Governor 
L ind ’s letter in full in the following 
issue. 
The full text of the governor's 
com m unication is as follows:

D e ar S ir—I confess 1 was not a little 
surprised w hen a copy of your paper of 
J u n e ‘Jth was placed before m e and I 
saw the article headed “ L in d ’s Betrayal 
of T ru st,” the first p a ra g ra p h of which 
reads as follows:

mission. was killed by Governor Lind 
a t the in sta n c e or by the d e m a n d of the 
G re a t N orthern R a ilw a y c o m p a n y .”

your j C o u rt the same ground 
paper, b u t 1 paid no attention to th e m

The first, and most im portant. 
is to pass upon the reasonableness of 
transportation rates and to prevent dis­ 
crimination 
between 
persons 
and 
places. 
The second, is tho power to 
regulate the manner of m aintaining and 
operating the railroads, with a view to 
insuring the security, convenience and 
accommodation of the general public, 
without regard to the question of rates; 
in other words—the rate-m aking power 
and the adm inistrative power respec­ 
tively. 
This distinction m ust be borne 
in mind in order to understand the dif­ 
ferent provisions of the statute and the 
decisions of our Supreme Court pursu­ 
ant to them. 
In proceedings under the first class of 
questions, viz.: Those th at involve tile 
rate making power and the prevention 
of discriminations, the railroad com­ 
pany has the right of appeal to the Dis­ 
trict Court from the determ ination of 
the Commissioners. 
See Subdivision D 
of Section 15 of the Act. 
(Page 21 of 
the pam phlet which I send you here­ 
with). 
In the other class of cases, 
which relate only to adm inistrative reg­ 
ulations, there is no appeal from the 
action of the Commissioners to the Dis­ 
trict Court. 
The propriety of their de­ 
term ination can only be inquired into 
upon a suit instituted for the enforce­ 
m ent of the Commissioners’ decision. 
See the case cited, 44 Minn., page JUG. 
The ‘‘Steenerson case,” which is the 
most im portant case th at we have had 
in our courts under the law up to the 
present time, was decided upon a re­ 
view of tile action taken by the District 
Court upon the trial of an appeal taken 
from the Commissioners’ decision pre­ 
scribing lower rates. 
See the statem ent 
of the case by Judge Canty on page 714, 
Vol. 72, Northwestern Reporter.

to exercise it, it cannot subsequently 
raise any question as to the merits of

St. P aul, June 29.—The Laverne Her 
ald, of which State Senator H. J. Miller 
is the editor and proprietor, has led the 
Republican criticism against Governor 
Lind for his veto of the Miller bill, boing 
Senate File No. 24, to make findings of 
fact in proceedings before the Railroad 
and W arehouse Commission official court 
records in such cases. 
In a recent is­ 
sue Senator Miller charged unworthy 
motives on the part of the governor and 
th at lie had been governed in his ac­ 
tion bjt 
certain 
railway 
influence. 
Thereupon Governor Lind addressed to 
Senator Miller an explicit deuial and 
demand for retraction of his charges, 
coupled with a full statem ent regard­ 
ing the bill and reasons for the veto. 
Senator Miller, in The Herald of June 
22, retracted the charges, w ith the state­ 
m ent that he would publish Governor 
Lind’s letter in full in the following 
issue. 
The full text of the governor’s 
communication is as follows: 
S t. P a u l, Minn., June 20, 1899. 
Hon. H. J. Miller, Luverne, Minn. 
Dear Sir—I confess I was not a little 
surprised when a copy of your paper of 
June 9th was placed before me am li 
saw the article headed "L ind’s Betrayal 
of T rust,” the first paragraph of which 
reads as follows: "The Herald has 
made the charge in previous issues that 
Senate File No. 24. relating to proceed­ 
ings for the enforcement of the orders 
of the Railroad and W arehouse < ow- 
mission, was killed by Governor Lind 
at the instance or by the demand of the 
G reat Northern Railway company.” 
I 
had been informed previous to this that 
you had made charges of some such 
character in earlier issues of 
your 
paper, but I paid no attention to them 
as I hoped that you would be down 
to the City and that I m ight have an 
opportunity to place the facts before 
yon in their proper light, my time 
hardly perm itting communication by 
correspondence in a m atter so involved 
as the consideration of our statutes re­ 
lating to the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, but this last charge is such 
a brazen falsehood and of such charac­ 
ter that, coming from the source it 
does, I feel that it demands not only an 
explicit denial, but an explanation of 
the law as it now stands and the effect 
of the proposed amendment, so that yen 
and any citizen who desires to under­ 
stand the m atter may see and appreci­ 
ate the dangerous character of Senate 
File No. 24, which I refused to sign. 
In Minneapolis and St. Louis Railway 
Company vs. Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, 44 Minn., 886. which was 
one of the earlier cases under the pres­ 
ent railroad law before our Supreme 
Court, Judge M itchell uses this lan­ 
guage: "The act (Laws 1887, Chapter 
IO) regulating common carriers and 
creating the Railroad and W arehouse 
Commission is a piece of legislative 
patchwork composed of provisions bor- 
rowed from different and dissimilar 
sources without uniform ity of plan and 
not always consistent with each other. 
A construction of the act is therefore a 
difficult task.” Although the act has 
been amended several 
times 
since 
th at language was used with reference 
to it, it is still applicable to many 
of the provisions of the law’ as it j under the provisions of Section 22,

The same provision 
exists iii Section 22 iii legard to pro­ 
ceedings for the enforcement of the or­ 
ders or decisions of the Commission 
under that section. 
It is provided 
(commencing tai Page 28), "upon a 
trial of such case, the findings of fact of 
said Commission, as set forth in its rec­ 
ord, shall be prim a facie evidence of the 
m atters therein stated.” 
I have under­ 
scored thew* provisions in the pamphlet 
w hich I send you. These twaj provisions 
are the most im portant features regu­ 
lating the practice under the railroad 
act. 
They have the effect of throwing 
the burden of proof upon the railroad 
company to show th at the decision of 
the Commission is wrong in case of an 
appeal under Section 15, and likewise 
that the order or decision was wrong or 
unjustifiable in proceedings for its en­ 
forcement under Section 22. 
On this 
point let me call your attention to tile 
language of Justice Canty, N. VV. Re­ 
porter 72. page 715, who after quoting 
this provision says: "Then the burden 
is on the railroad company to show that 
the rates fixed by the Commission are 
unreasonable.” Justice Collins, page 
78 (same volume), commenting on the 
same p mo vision in the statute, said: 
"Here we find that by legislative enact­ 
ment an order of the Commission fixing 
aud prescribing a tariff of rates m ust be 
deemed and taken iii all of the courts of 
our state as prim a facie evidence that 
the tariff so fixed and prescribed is 
equal and reasonable; the onus being 
thus fixed upon the appealing carrier, 
in all our legal tribunals and in all pro- 


m ental order was brought in, it would, 
of course, be subject to the same power 
of the court to be recommitted, and s » 
on without lim it. 
Now, although I 
realize that you are not a lawyer, it 
seems to me th at when you consider 
these fai ts, especially if yon will take 
the trouble to confer with some compe­ 
tent practitioner, or nay Judge Brown, 
you will see that I am correct in Hiving 
that these provisions seem esne dally 
c a l c u l a t e d to further delays. 
You will 
also observe that these are very different 
provisions from those that I recommend­ 
ed and this subject was not new to me, 
I had it up in all its phases when a 
member of the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce of the House ot 
Representatives, and J then arrived at 
the same conclusions which guided my 
action in this m atter. 
You criticise me for not consulting 
w'itli the Attorney 
General. 
Why 
should I? Would you ask u n y b ily * 
advice upon a plain proposition when- 
your duty was clear? But I make this 
suggestion to you. 
You are at lib. rty 
to submit tins letter to the Attorney 
General and take Ins views upon th** 
questions which I have discussed 
I 
am surprised, iii view of your expe­ 
rience iii the senate and the judgm ent 
which you entertained aud ex {ires- • t of 
the majority of your colleague*, that 
the fact that this bill was perm itted o 
go through w ithout opposition was not 
sufficient to put you on your gu ild, 
especially after the passage through the 
senate with only three dissenting vote- 
of the Shel I bach hill, which would have 
repealed the Anderson law taxing rail- 
real lauds, had it passed the house* and 
received my approval. 
W ith such **xoe- 
hence fresh in jo u r mind, it seems to 
im* that you m ight have scented the 
Woodchuck in Senate File No. 24. 
If you require further information to 
enable you to understand this subject, 
lot me know and I will cheerfully fu r­ 
nish it. 
Iii the meantime, I denounce 
every statem ent and innuendo contained 
in your several articles bearing upon 
this subject as absolutely false; and as 
a small measure of reparation, I de­ 
mand that you retract your charges and 
that you give this letter such publicity 
in your paper as you have given the 
libelous articles referred to.
